Chapter 27. 

Published March 24th, 1858. 

Ail ACT to repeal Section 7, of Chapter 99, of the General Laws of 
1857, entitled "An Act to change the fiscal year of the State of Wis-
consin, and amend an Act relating to Printing," approved April 19, 
1852. 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented 
in Senate and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. Section 7, of chapter 99, of the general 
laws of this State, requiring the printer to deliver a cer-
tain number of copies of all general laws to each mem-
ber of the two houses of the legislature, and to each of 
the State Departments, be and the same is hereby re-
pealed. 

SEC. 2. This act to take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

SEC. 6. If a majority of all the legal votes cast at such If majority .in 
town meetings upon the question of division shall be tnortoitiednivito-

in favor of division, then all of town number twenty, be detached. 
north of range number eighteen east, lying in the town
